IRISH MACE SAFE 
IN AMERICA 
LENT FOR WORLD'S 
FAIR 


By Ovr Reporter. 

Th historic Mace of the Irish House 
of Commons, which was loaned by the 
Bank of Ireland to the Department of 
industry and Commerce for exhibition 
at the New York World’s Fair, has not 
yet returned to its resting place at 
College Green. 

I was informed by Mr. A. D.. 
Stewart, Secretary of the Bank E 
Ireland, thát the Mace is being ke 
ood : safe place for the duration of t 


"Maile by John Swift, of London, in 


1765, it was bought for £3,100 ot 
Christie’ s, for the Bank of Ireland, 
June, 1937. It is fifty-eight inches 


long, and weighs 295 ounces. The head, 
of cylindrical form, is surmounted by 
a Royal crown and orb, and inset 
with a circular plaque chased with the 
arms of George IIL, with crest and 
mottoes. The sides are decorated with 
applied emblems of Ireland, England, 
Scotland and France, and the | oyal 
cypher, surmounted by four 
applied terminal busts. 

At the dissolution of the Irish Parlia- 
ment, the Mace became the p eee 
of John Foster, afterwards Lord Oriel 
 P.C., last Speaker of the Írish House
